All sections are taken on the same day, and the entire test is approximately four 
hours long.

e The next generation TOEFL test is an Internet-based test (iBT) that will be delivered in 
secure testing centers. 


e Instructions for answering questions are given within each section; there is no computer 
tutorial. 


e TOEFL iBT is not computer adaptive. Each test taker receives the same range of 
questions. 


e Test takers can take notes throughout the entire test. At the end of testing, all notes are 
collected and destroyed at the test center. 


e For the Speaking Section, test takers speak into a microphone, and their responses are 
digitally recorded and sent to the ETS Online Scoring Network. 


e For the Writing Section, test takers must type their responses, and their responses are 
sent to the ETS Online Scoring Network. 


e Human raters, trained and certified by ETS, rate the Speaking and Writing responses.

Both scoring rubrics, the Independent Scoring Rubric and the Integrated Scoring Rubric, 
define the key characteristics of responses in terms of three important dimensions: delivery, 
language use, and topic development. When raters evaluate responses, they consider all 
three dimensions equally. No one dimension is weighted more heavily than another. 


Your responses will be scored holistically. This means that the rater will listen for various 





features in your response and assign a single score based on the overall skill you display in 





your answer. Although scoring criteria vary somewhat depending on the question, the 
raters will generally be listening for the following features in your answer:

Many of the most frequent words have a 
range of different meanings, a variety of different grammatical patterns, and numerous 
significant collocations. Nonetheless, a basic understanding of the Longman Communication 
3000 Words is a very powerful tool and will help students develop good comprehension and 


communication skills in English.

To ensure that users have access to the appropriate information, the Longman 
Dictionary of Contemporary English marks all the words that are in the Longman 
Communication 3000 Words in red accompanied by special symbols: W1, W2 and W3 for 
words that are in the top 1000, 2000 and 3000 most frequent words in written English, and 
$1, S2 and S3 for the top 1000, 2000 and 3000 most frequent words in spoken English. 
Nowadays , many learner's dictionaries include information about the most frequent words in 
English, but Longman dictionaries are the only ones to highlight the differences between 
spoken and written frequency. These frequency markers added to the headwords in the 
dictionary give users access to a wealth of information that can help the selection of the 
appropriate word or phrase in a variety of situations. Not only are the words and meanings 
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given descriptive labels, for example formal or informal, AmE (American English) or BrE 








(British English), humorous, old-fashioned, but now they have the added information 
about relative frequency in spoken and written language. Take for example the verb book 
(in the meaning of book a table at a restaurant). It is marked as one of the top 2000 words 
of spoken English. Note that is has no marker for written English because according to 
corpus analysis, it is not part of the top 3000 most frequent words in written English. 
However, the entry also indicates that a synonym for book is reserve which is in the top 
3000 most frequent words in written English. The conclusion to be drawn from this is that in 
speaking (for instance when phoning a hotel or restaurant) , book is the most appropriate 
verb to use when asking for a room or table to be kept for you. In writing, however, it 
would be more appropriate to use reserve.

Agriculture probably required a far 
greater discipline than did any form of food collecting. Seeds had to be planted at certain 
seasons, some protection had to be given to the growing plants and animals, harvests had 
to be reaped, stored, and divided. Thus we might argue that it was neither leisure time nor 
a sedentary existence that produced great changes in human culture. The cause was 
rather the more rigorous demands associated with an agricultural way of life. Humanity was 
changing plants and animals to suit its needs, and living in close relation with plants and 


animals was changing humans’ way of life.

1. We can read of things that happened 5, 000 years ago in the Near East, where 
people first learned to write. But there are some parts of the world where even now people 
cannot write. The only way that they can preserve their history is to recount it as sagas — 
legends handed down from one generation of story-tellers to another. These legends are 
useful because they can tell us something about migrations of people who lived long ago, 
but none could write down what they did. Anthropologists wondered where the remote 
ancestors of the Polynesian peoples now living in the Pacific Islands came from. The sagas 
of these people explain that some of them came from Indonesia about 2, 000 years ago. 
But the first people who were like ourselves lived so long ago that even their sagas, if they 
had any, are forgotten. So archaeologists have neither history nor legends to help them to 
find out where the first “modern men” came from. Fortunately, however, ancient men 
made tools of stone, especially flint, because this is easier to shape than other kinds. They 
may also have used wood and skins, but these have rotted away. Stone does not decay, 
and so the tools of long ago have remained when even the bones of the men who made 
them have disappeared without trace. 


2. People are always talking about “the problem of youth”. If there is one — which | 
take leave to doubt — then it is older people who create it, not the young them selves. Let 
us get down to fundamentals and agree that the young are after all human beings — people 
just like their elders.

Even if one 
didn't know from concrete examples (the 1936 Olympic Games, for instance) that 
international sporting contests lead to orgies of hatred, one could deduce it from general 
principles. Nearly all the sports practiced nowadays are competitive. You play to win, and 
the game has little meaning unless you do your utmost to win. On the village green, where 
you pick up sides and no feeling of local patriotism is involved, it is possible to play simply 
for the fun and exercise: but as soon as the question of prestige arises, as soon as you feel 
that you and some larger unit will be disgraced if you lose, the most savage combative 
instincts are aroused. Anyone who has played even in a school football match knows this. 
At the international level sport is frankly mimic warfare. But the significant thing is not the 
behavior of the players but the attitude of the spectators; and, behind the spectators, of 
the nations. who work themselves into furies over these absurd contests, and seriously 
believe — at any rate for short periods — that running, jumping and kicking a ball are tests 


of national virtue. 


4. Alfred the Great acted as his own spy, visiting Danish camps disguised as a 
minstrel. In those days wandering minstrels were welcome everywhere. They were not 
fighting men, and their harp was their passport. Alfred had learned many of their ballads in 
his youth, and could vary his programme with acrobatic tricks and simple conjuring. While 
Alfred's little army slowly began to gather at Athelney, the king himself set out to penetrate 
the camp of Guthrum, the commander of the Danish invaders. These had settled down for 
the winter at Chippenham: thither Alfred went. He noticed at once that discipline was 
slack: the Danes had the self-confidence of conquerors, and their security precautions 
were casual. They lived well, on the proceeds of raids on neighboring regions. There they 
collected women as well as food and drink, and a life of ease had made them soft. Alfred 
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stayed in the camp a week before he returned to Athelney. The force there assembled was 





trivial compared with the Danish horde. But Alfred had deduced that the Danes were no 
longer fit for prolonged battle: and that their commissariat had no organization, but 
depended on irregular raids. So, faced with the Danish advance, Alfred did not risk open 
battle but harried the enemy. He was constantly on the move, drawing the Danes after 
him. His patrols halted the raiding parties; hunger assailed the Danish army. Now Alfred 
began a long series of skirmishes — and within a month the Danes had surrendered. The 
episode could reasonably serve as a unique epic of royal espionage! 


5. Some old people are oppressed by the fear of death. In the young there is a 
justification for this feeling. Young men who have reason to fear that they will be killed in 
battle may justifiably feel bitter in the thought that they have been cheated of the best things 
that life has to offer. But in an old man who has known human joys and sorrows, and has 
achieved whatever work it was in him to do, the fear of death is somewhat abject and 
ignoble. The best way to overcome it — so at least it seems to me — is to make your 
interests gradually wider and more impersonal, until bit by bit the walls of the ego recede, 
and your life becomes increasingly merged in the universal life. An individual human 
existence should be like a river — small at first, narrowly contained within its banks, and 
rushing passionately past boulders and over waterfalls. Gradually the river grows wider,

in old age, can see his life in this way, will not suffer from the fear of death, since the

6. A young man sees a sunset and, unable to understand or to express the emotion 
that it rouses in him, concludes that it must be the gateway to a world that lies beyond. It is 
difficult for any of us in moments of intense aesthetic experience to resist the suggestion that 
we are catching a glimpse of a light that shines down to us from a different realm of 
existence, different and, because the experience is intensely moving, in some way higher. 
And, though the gleams blind and dazzle, yet do they convey a hint of beauty and serenity 
greater than we have known or imagined. Greater too than we can describe, for language, 
which was invented to convey the meanings of this world, cannot readily be fitted to the 
uses of another. That all great art has this power of suggesting a world beyond is 
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undeniable. In some moods Nature shares it. There is no sky in June so blue that it does 








not point forward to a bluer, no sunset so beautiful that it does not waken the vision of a 
greater beauty, a vision which passes before it is fully glimpsed, and in passing leaves an 
indefinable longing and regret. But, if this world is not merely a bad joke, life a vulgar flare 
amid the cool radiance of the stars, and existence an empty laugh braying across the 
mysteries; if these intimations of a something behind and beyond are not evil humor born of 
indigestion, or whimsies sent by the devil to mock and madden us, if, in a word, beauty 
means something, yet we must not seek to interpret the meaning. If we glimpse the 
unutterable, it is unwise to try to utter it, nor should we seek to invest with significance that 


which we cannot grasp. Beauty in terms of our human meanings is meaningless. 


7. Studies serve for delight, for ornament, and for ability. Their chief use for delight, is 
in privacy and retiring; for ornament, is in discourse; and for ability, is in the judgment, 
and disposition of business. For expert men can execute, and perhaps judge of 
particulars, one by one; but the general counsels, and the plots and marshalling of affairs , 
come best, from those that are learned. To spend too much time in studies is sloth; to use 
them too much for ornament, is affectation; to make judgment wholly by their rules, is the 
humor of a scholar. They perfect nature, and are perfected by experience: for natural 
abilities are like natural plants, that need pruning, by study; and studies themselves, do 
give forth directions too much at large, except they be bounded in by experience. Crafty 
men contemn studies, simple men admire them, and wise men use them; for they teach 
not their own use; but that is a wisdom without them, and above them, won by 
observation. Read not to contradict and confute; nor to believe and take for granted; nor to 
find talk and discourse; but to weigh and consider. Some books are to be tasted, others to 
be swallowed, and some few to be chewed and digested; that is, some books are to be 
read only in parts; others to be read, but not curiously; and some few to be read wholly, 
and with diligence and attention. Some books also may be read by deputy, and extracts 
made of them bothers; but that would be only in the less important arguments, and the 
meaner sort of books, else distilled books are like common distilled waters, flashy things. 
Reading make a full man; conference a ready man; and writing an exact man. And 
therefore, if a man write little, he had need have a great memory; if he confer little, he had 
need have a present wit; and if he read little, he had need have much cunning, to seem to 
know, that he doth not. Histories make men wise; poets witty; the mathematics subtitle ; 
natural philosophy deep; moral grave; logic and rhetoric able to contend. 


8. However mean your life is, meet it and live it ; do not shun it and call it hard 
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names. It is not so bad as you are. It looks poorest when you are richest. The fault-finder 





will find faults in paradise. Love your life, poor as it is. You may perhaps have some 
pleasant, thrilling, glorious hours, even in a poor-house.

Do not trouble 
yourself much to get new things, whether clothes or friends, Turn the old, return to them.

9. Shimmering from the desert haze of Nevada like a latter-day El Dorado, Las Vegas 
is the most dynamic, spectacular city on earth. At the start of the twentieth century, it didn’t 
even exist; now it’s home to two million people, and boasts nineteen of the world’s twenty- 
five largest hotels, whose flamboyant, no-expense-spared casinos lure in thirty-seven 
million tourists each year. 

Las Vegas has been stockpiling superlatives since the 1950s, but never rests on its 
laurels for a moment. Many first-time visitors expect the city to be kitsch, but the casino 
owners are far too canny to be sentimental. Yes, there are a few Elvis impersonators 
around, but what characterizes the city far more is its endless quest for novelty. Long 
before they lose their sparkle, yesterday’s showpieces are blasted into rubble, to make way 
for even more lavish replacements. A few years ago, when the fashion was for fantasy, 
Arthurian castles and Egyptian pyramids mushroomed along the legendary Strip; next 
came a craze for constructing entire replica cities, like New York, Paris, Monte Carlo, and 
Venice; and the current trend is for high-end properties that attempt to straddle the line 
between screaming ostentation and “elegant” sophistication. 

While the city has cleaned up its act since the early days of Mob domination, it 
certainly hasn’t become a family destination. Neither is Vegas as cheap as it used to be. 
When the sun goes down, the city of Las Vegas comes to life. From the glittering neon to 
the streets packed with people, there is nothing quite like being in the most well known 
desert oasis on the planet. Everywhere you turn there are great dining options and good 
times calling out your name. 

Dance the night away in one of the numerous lavish nightclubs the city has to offer. 
Spend some time having a romantic dinner in one of the city's world famous gourmet 
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restaurants. Enjoy a night of thrilling poker action in the hometown of popular poker legends 
Phil Hellmuth and Doyle Brunson. Take in a musical or see the pulse pounding, gravity 
defying performance of one of the many Cirque de Soleil performances. No matter what 
your taste, no matter what your pleasure, Las Vegas has it and we bring it to you quickly 
and affordably. 


10. If you want to humble an empire, it makes sense to maim its cathedrals. They are 
symbols of its faith, and when they crumple and burn, it tells us we are not so powerful and 
we can't be safe. The Twin Towers of the World Trade Center, planted at the base of 
Manhattan island with the Statue of Liberty as their sentry, and the Pentagon, a squat, 
concrete fort on the banks of the Potomac, are the sanctuaries of money and power that our 
enemies may imagine define us. But that assumes our faith rests on what we can buy and 
build, and that has never been American's true God. 

On anormal day, we value heroism because it is uncommon. On Sept. 11, we valued 
heroism because it was everywhere. The fire fighters kept climbing the stairs of the tallest 
buildings in town, even as the people moaned and the cracks spread in zippers through 
the walls, to get to the people trapped in the sky. We don’t know how many of them died, 
but once we know, as Mayor Rudy Giuliani said, “it will be more than we can bear.” That 
sentiment was played out in miniature in the streets, where fleeting victims pulled the 
wounded to safety, and at every hospital, where the lines to give blood looped round and 
round the block. At the medical-supply companies, which sent supplies without being 
asked. At Verizon, where a worker threw on a New York fire department jacket to go save 
people. And then again and again all cross the country, as people checked on those they 
loved to find out if they were safe and then looked for some way to help. 

This was the bloodies day on American soil since our Civil War, a modern Antietam 
played out in real time, on fast-forward, and not with soldiers but with secretaries, security 
guards, lawyers, bankers, janitors. It was strange that a day of war was a day we stood 
still. We couldn't move — that must have been the whole idea — so we had no choice but 
to watch. Every city cataloged its targets; residents looked at their skylines, wondering if 
they would be different in the morning. The Sears Tower in Chicago was evacuated, as 
were colleges and museums. Disney World shut down, and Major League Baseball 
canceled its games, and nuclear power plants went to top security status; the Hoover Dam 
and the Mall of American shut down, and Independence Hall in Philadelphia, and Mount 
Rushmore. It was as though someone had taken a huge brush and painted a bull's eye 
around every place Americans gather, every icon we revere, every service we depend on, 


and vowed to take them out or shut them down, or forces us to do it ourselves. 
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Terror works like a musical composition, so many instruments, all in tune, playing 





perfectly together to create their desired effect. Sorrow and horror, and fear. The first 
plane is just to get our attention Then, once we are transfixed, the second plane comes 
and repeats the theme until the blinding coda of smoke and debris crumbles on top of the 
rescue workers who have gone in to try to save anyone who survived the opening 
movements. And we watch, speechless, as the sirens, like some awful choir, hour after 
hour let you know that it is not over yet, wait, there’s more. 


11. Good movies make you care, make you believe in possibilities again. If 
somewhere in the Hollywood-entertainment world someone has managed to break through 
with something that speaks to you, then it isn't all corruption. The movie doesn't have to be 
great; it can be stupid and empty and you can still have the joy of a good performance, or 
the joy in just a good line. An actor's scowl, a small subversive gesture, a dirty remark that 
someone tosses off with a mock-innocent face, and the world makes a little bit of sense. 

Sitting there alone or painfully alone because those with you do not react as you do, 
you know there must be others perhaps in this very theatre or in this city, surely in other 
theatres in other cities, now, in the past or future, who react as you do. And because 
movies are the most total and encompassing art form we have, these reactions can seem 
the most personal and, maybe the most important, imaginable.
